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REMARKS 



Summary of the Office Action 

Claims 1-4, 8, and 9 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Matsumura et al. (US 2002/0033813) in view of Sato (US 5,956,006), claims 5-7, 10, 11, 13, and 
14 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Matsumura et al. in view 
of Sato and Kuga (US 5,828,367), and claim 12 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Matsumura et al. in view of Sato , Kuga , and Kasahara et al. (US 
6,414,657). 

On December 17, 2001, Applicant filed a Claim for Priority and a Certified copy of 
Korean Patent Application No. 2001-032364. Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.55(a), Applicant 
submits concurrently herewith a verified translation of Korean Patent Application No. 2001- 
032364 to establish the earlier date of invention for the Applicant's invention. MPEP § 2141.01 
instructs that "[a] 35 U.S.C. 103 rejection is based on 35 U.S.C. 102(a), 102(b), 102(e), etc. 
depending on the type of prior art reference used and its publications or issue date." 
Accordingly, an obviousness rejection based on a publication that would be applied under 
§ 102(e) if it anticipated the claims can be overcome by submission of a verified translation of the 
priority document. Thus, Applicant respectfully submits that Matsumura et al. should be 
removed as prior art in this application. 

For at least the above reasons, Applicant respectfully submits that the rejections under 
U.S.C. § 103(a) should be withdrawn.
